Sir — 1 have just read the annual re- 
port of the Superintendent of our pub- 
lic iehools, giving an account of their 
condition. I am sorry to notice the 
antagonism therein expressed existing 
between the superintendent and teach- 
er& IfmobO'temovod it' must impair 
most seriously -the efBciency of the in- 
stitution. Notiiiug can be more sweep- 
ing than the general terms of condem- 
nation indulged in by tho snperinten- 
dent as to tho shortcomings and mis- 
behaviour of tbc teachers. Tlic super- 
intendent, it would (ippc'ir, (tliat is ac- 
cording to his own showing) is the only 
one'lre'e'fi'om blame; for "that he baa 
striven in^ every possible way to pro- 
mote the best educational interests of 
the, Province by endeavouring to carry 
out the spirit and letter of the School 
Act; hut liis ever}' attempt has 
been. met with the most strenuous and 
determined opposition from some quar- 
ter or otlier (the quarter not mentioned) 
and not less from teachers (what teach- 
ers, whether town or country not men- 
tioned) and that ho has been prevent- 
ed from altering und improving tiie pre- 
viously existing state of things."

Mr. Smitho moved that a detailed ac- 
count be sent down to this House of all 
moneys paid by tho Provinco for criminal 
prosecutions during the period extending 
from 1st April, 1871), to date.

Mr. Ash moved for a copy of the index 
i,f tho report.s of the Executive Council, 
approved by His Honor since the 1st day 
of July, 1878, to the present time. Tlie 
hon. gentlemen in mnving tho reaolution 
saidit waa thodutyof thuGovornnionttolay 
the iiulox before tiio House .so tliat mem- 
bers might become acquainted with the 
nature of tho business transacted by the 
Govemnieni during the recess. 
Tho motion was seconded by Mr. Smithe. 
Hon. Mr. Walke i objected to tho mo- 
tion on tho grounds that it was altogether 
unprecedented. If tho information asked 
for wore given tho public business could 
scarcely he conducted in the true inter- 
ests of tho country. If the hon. gentle- 
man wanted a return of any particular 
Order-in-Council it was his right to ask 
for it, and tho House could then oither 
approve of the roqucHt or rofu-so it, If 
the ru.soUitioti wore pas.sed there would 
be a continual conflict liotween the House 
and Goveriuucnt a.s to what Orders-in- 
Council should, in the interests of tho 
countrj', be made public. The hon. gen- 
tleman Isad said that it had ocburrea to 
him for a long time that it was desirable 
tho return lio now asked for should bo 
made. If such were tho c.rse why did not 
tho necessity occur to him when he w is 
a member of the Oovernment. On a for- 
mer occasion a similar resolution had boon 
voted down by a majority of 2 to 1 and ho 
hoped that the present one would bo de- 
feated by at least 3 to 1. 

Mr. Smitho said that tlie motion voted 
down last Session was not similar to that 
now beforo tho House. Whilst ho was 



and give us a magnificent railway from 
aea to sea without adding to tho burdens 
of tlie country or cau.sing need for in- 
creased taxation.

BJake cayillcdj but did not reply. Mac- 
kenzie scolded, but did not attack the 
poskion .and the vote went one hundred 
and twenty-two to forty in favor of tho 
government. 

Yesterday the Glubi- gave a two column 
article in which it lashed Mackenzie and 
Blake over the Bystander's shoulders and 
gave figures doubly favorable to those 
ventured by the Premier. It urges push- 
ing tho raihviiy to completion even back 
of Lake Superior and says: 

"Eritish Columbia will feel aggrieved 
unless some attempt is made to keep faith 
with Iter. To develop the resources of 
the prtr\nficc 'in advance of tho completion 
of the Pacific road is not an unreasonable 
wish. There is a considerable tract of 
good territory along the lakes and river.s 
of the proposed Yale-Kaniloops section. 
That piece of ruad will cost, perhaps, 12 
millions when equipped and it is proposed 
to finisbit during tile next five years. 
Canti'daiB'adked to spend §2,400,000 ajy oar 
for the purpose of colonizing and con- 
tenting British Columbia. The interest 
on thb money will bo ninety-six thousand 
dollars in the first year and .?480,000 in 
tho last and each year thereafter. Now 
it may bo thouglit that this is not a largo 
annual sum to pay for a piece of road 
which though not yet necessary to tlio 
older provinces must be built some time, 
and in the meantime will naturally in- 
crease the wealth and population of the 
Pacific provinco. If one hundred thous- 
and people should settle in British Col- 
umbia .during the construction uf tho 
road (and, there; is' every reason why that 
number sliotild go there in the courso of 
a few 3'earH) the Dominion will receive 
from them a revenue .sufUcient to pay tho 
interost on the expenditure. It is no unim- 
portant consideration that tiin people of 
the Pacific province would reliel against 
the total abandonment of the lino and by 
clamoring for secession endanger the per- 
manence of confederation. We would 
strongly oppose the project to complete 
the whole British Columbia .section at 
ohco J but, in the interest of Canada it 
may btf 'thought that the part necessary 
to conciliate and develop tho province 
should not bo too long postponed. The 
financial situation is sucli that British 
Columbia may properly be asked to wait 
a reasonable time for tlii5 beginning of work 
on the Yale-Kamloops sections. Till 
a balance ahall.be restored between rev- 
enue''JiTid-eipfehditure tho people of tho 
elder provinces will be reluctant to bor- 
row more money, and it would be wiso 
for British Columbia not to crowd the 
Dominion but to wait a while longer in 
patience. The enormous, taxatbn to 
which the people are committed must 
eventually produce more revenue than j 
during the^paat,.year. When that time j 
coniM tlie iiale-Ivamloops lino may prop- I 
crly bo taken in'- hand. Tlio remainder 



tive bodies it might be impolitic to make

circumscribed a comnuinity as this that 
there waa any necessity, in the in- 
terests of tho public service, to keep se- 
cret the business transacted by the Gov- 
ernment during the recess.

Ho would re- 
serve to tho Govornmont tho right of de- 
ciding what ought and what ought not bo 
published in the interests of the public, 
out he thought it was wise that a resolu- 
tion of tho nature introduced by tho hon. 
nioniber for Comox should be placed on 
record. Ho hoped that the Govorumout 
would withdraw their opposition to the 
motion. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom doclined to accedo 
to tho request. 
Mr. Ferguson said that if there was a 

bare possibility thatanythingwould bo pub- 
lished to the detriment of the country — 
and they had been told that there was — 
that shonld be a sufficient reason why tho 
motion should nnt bo carried.

Hon. Mr, Walkem moved the second 
reading of a bill respecting the registra- 
tion of certain bills of sale providing that 
every bill of sale or copy thereof intended 
to be filed pursuant to any law now in 
force ill this Provinco, a duplicate where- 
of is required by any such law to bo for- 
warded to the Kogistnar-Genoral, sh.all bo 
filed in duplicate; such duplicate to bo 
furnished by tho person requu'ing regis- 
tration or a copy thereof. 

The motion was carried and the bill 
passed to its final .stage. 

Mr. Wilson suggested that, as the Gov- 
enmiont had very littlo business ready, it 
would bo just as well to ^idjourn till 
Monday next. Tho timo 'of hon. mom- 
bciM was wasted in coming over to tho 
House for only half an hour's work.

Tho motion was carried and the bill 
p.as3ed through committee. 

PROTECTIO.\ OF OAME. 

Hon. Mr. Beavon moved tha second 
reading of a Bill to prevent certain an- 
imals and birds intended to be protected 
by the game laws from being kiUod br en- 
trapped elsewhere and brought into the 
protected portions of the Province dur- 
ing the close season. 

Sevei-ial hon. members alluded to tho 
fact that during the late severe winter a 
large number of deer had been killed 
simply for tho sake of their hides. An 
amendment to the existing game'law^as 
evidently necessaiy and an address should 
be presented to tho Dominion Govern- 
ment requesting them to take stops to 
prevent the wholesale slaughter of door 
which animals would quickly bo ei- 
tonninatod. 

Tho bill passed its second reading; to 
bo committed on Monday. " i 

Tho House then adjourned till Monday 
next at 2 p.m.

■ ISpiciilly R«ported for tho Olobc.l 
A general meeting of the proprietors of 
this Company was held nt the City Ter- 
minuB Hotel, Cannon-street, London, 
England, on Tuesday, Marcli 9th. Tho 
chair was taken at half-past twelve o'clocK 
by Mr. Robert Gillespie. Tho other mem- 
bors of the Board were present, and there 
was a fair' attendance of shareholders. 
Tho notice 'convening the meeting hav- 
ing been read by Mr. Hughes, ibe^necal 
manager. Tho chairman rose and said that 
theproprietora wore asked to meet there that 
day for the purpoao of receiving, and, he 
trusted, adopting the report and accounts 
submitted to them, and it would bo his 
duty also to propose a resolution declar- 
ing a dividend for tho half year. Tho past 
half year contrasted verjr favorably as re- 
gards business operations with several 
previous half years, which were seriously 
affscted by the depression of trade. Ho 
hoped that that development of trade 
would continue. It certainly had taken a- 
greatpr, start in the western hemisphere 
than' in| their 'own country. M thoy 
wolild sedVlrona figures submitted, there 
had been a consldorablo increase in tho 
volume of tlieir buainesa during tho past 
six months, but tho profits were not so 
largo as might h.ivobeen anticipated, and 
that had .arisen from tlio extremely low- 
rates of interest that thoy had boon ablo 
to obtain. At San Francisco, whore at 
one timo the principal income of the 
Company was derived, lie regretted to 
say the business had not kept pace witli 
some other branches. Perhaps that w.as 
owing in part to tho groat caution their 
new man.ager had evinced, and he (tho 
chairman) could not blamo him for it. In 
former years they wero getting ten or 
twelve per cent, for their money, 
and on good socurit}', and tho de- 
mand then was often freator than 
thoy could moot. Now they wero not 
getting more than five or si.x per cent., 
and tho difficulty had boon to loan it on 
tirst-class socurities. Turning to tho ac- 
counts, he then dealt with the different 
items in tho statement of liabilities and 
assets. Their capital and rosorvo re- 
mained as boforo. Notes in circulation 
showed a sliglit increase, lis also did the 
"current accounts" and tho "iiills pay- 
able." Tho last itom was also larger at 
tho closo of the year than at any otlior 
timo. Tho "other current liabilities" 
also lihowod an increase. Tho aasoti 
wore divided into three divisions, and tho 
sharobolders would seo that the Board 
had profited by tho hint given thorn on a 
previous occasion. In tho profit and loss 
account thoy would see thoy had deviated 
somewhat from their usual course, and 
had put a separate item for tho St-ato tax. 
They did this because it was an amount 
that was likoly to vary, and would in- 
crease with the further employment of 
their capit.-il. It was a lieavy tax, but 
thoy could not help it. Tho expenses 
wera..boavy, and he would like to scu them 
reduced. With regard to writing off £7,- 
000 as suggested to a special reserve fund, 
they would remember that a certain num- 
ber of accounts had boon transferred to 
tho head ofSce to bo dealt with. Last 
yo,ar they had written off £4,500 on ac- 
count of them, and now they proposed to 
write oflt £7,000 more, for thoy thought 
that was tho best course to adopt. Thoy 
bclie\'ed the assets wero worth somothing, 
but they thouglit it would bo wisest to 
writo thorn ofT as lose. As to tho other 
accounts ho asked thorn not to press him 
with any questions on the subject nt that 
meeting, for negotiations were going on 
at that, very, time. They would bo glad 
to hoar that there soomed every prospect 
of the construction of tho Pacific Rail- 
way being carried out before long, which 
ho bolioved would bo of very great benefit 
to British Columbia, and thoreforo to 
thoraselvca. He concluded by moving 
the adoption of tho report and accounts, 
and the declaration of a dividend at tho 
rate of five per cent, per annum. 

Mr. Eden Colville seconded tho motion, 
which after a short discussion was carried. 

The retiring Directors, Mr. H. D. 
Harrison and Mr. J. Anderson, and the 
Auditors, Mr. Robertson and Mr. Gibbes, 
woro then re-elected, and the proceedings 
closed with the usual compliment to the 
chairman.
